Today’* stores have so m any 
darling item s of infants w ear that 
it is indeed a joy to shop for baby. 
However, im practical purchases 
can happen if one is shopping for 
baby things the first tim e, or if 
the fam ily budget is lim ited. 
It is far too easy to be tem pted 
to buy some of Hie “ lovelies” that 
baby can live without very health­ 
fully. instead of getting first things 
first — nam ely, the essentials. 
The

essential 
clothing 
needs of the newborn baby are 
few* in num ber and easy to select. 
It doesn’t even m atter whether the 
forthcoming offspring is a boy or 
a girl since both sexes w ear the 
sam e styles and types of apparrel 
for the first few months of their 
life. 
Comfort of baby should be the 
prim ary concern, and all clothing 
selected should have seven fabric 
characteristics and seven charac­ 
teristics of design.

within a country, to support one 
faction with 
arm s, 
“ volunteers” 
and money, and then to pacify the 
country b y m eans of “ advisors.” 
The present 
w a r s in Vietnam. 
Laos, Thailand and Indonesia are 
exam ples of Red Chinese techni­ 
ques. 
Cub a is another exam ple of So­ 
viet Im perialism . There never was 
a tim e when the Castro Revolu­ 
tion was not Communistic. There 
never was a tim e that our govern­ 
m ent was not accurately inform ed 
that Castro, his b rother Raul, Che 
G uevara and the principal men 
in the Castro Revolution were Com ­ 
m unists. And so a M arxist state 
was estab lished in Cub a and it fob 
lowed the general pattern of M arx 
ism everyw here.

Sen. C laib o rn e Pell of Rhode Island 
has taken issue with an administration 
proposal to spend $500 million on subsidies 
for com m uter facilities in cities and sub­ 
urbs.

the devices of capitalism. The 
more industrialized Soviet R u s ­ 
sia becomes, the 
less “p u r e” 
are its Communist characteristics. 
What actually is happening there 
seems to he that an incentive sys­ 
tem is producing a new type cap­ 
italistic elite, similar to the Amer­ 
ican self-made men of the early 
20th Century. 
On tile other hand, in Jugoslavia, 
there seems to be a wider division 
of the benefits of production, while 
in Red China, an effort was made 
to turn an anarchistic, patristic 
society, vestigially feudal, by 
a 
great leap, into a primitive Com­ 
munist society. 
Nowhere has Marxism succeed­ 
ed in its major effort which 
is: 
by redistribution of the income 
from production and distribution 
to create a classless society. In 
fact, it may be said without con­ 
tradiction, that the idealistic ec­ 
onomic and social aims of Marx­ 
ism are more manifest in s u c h 
countries as the United States and 
Great Britain than in any Com­ 
munist country where the stand­ 
ards of life remain contemptibly 
low. 
2. The driving force of the Marx­ 
ist Revolution has boon an evangel­ 
ical effort bo c o n v e r t the en­ 
tire world not only to the econom­ 
ic and political forms of Marxism- 
Leninism but also to its basic so­ 
ciological concept which is that 
man is a casual product of the 
struggle for biologic form and ex­ 
istence. 
Out of this evangelical effort, 
which at first was propagandistic, 
then politically infiltrating, 
has 
developed an imperialism both po­ 
litical and military. 
Sovie Russia has conquered 
a 
good part of Europe, becoming 
the successor to the Hapsburg Em­ 
pire as well as to the Romanff 
Empire. It took a large part of 
Germany from the Nazi Revolu­ 
tion. As the principal beneficiary 
of World War II, Soviet 
Russia 
conquered China and presented it

to the Chinese Communist Party. 
It also developed a political en­ 
clave in the Moslem countries of 
West Asia. Its rise was so rapid 
and successful that a number of 
important European. Asiatic and 
African countries either became 
satellites or declared themselves 
neutral between the United States 
and Soviet Russia. 
Red China, as I have already in­ 
dicated in these columns, is mov­ 
ing imperially throughout E a s t 
Asia, seeking to build an Empire 
as large as that of the Emperor 
Chiefling. The technique of Red 
China is to stimulate civil war 
within a country, to support one 
faction with arms, “ volunteers” 
and money, and then to pacify the 
country by means of “advisors.” 
The present w a r s in Vietnam. 
Laos. Thailand and Indonesia are 
examples of Red Chinese techm 
ques. 
Cuba is another example of So 
viet Imperialism. There never was 
a time when the Castro Revolu 
tion was not Communistic. There 
never was a time that our govern 
ment was not accurately informed 
that Castro, his brother Raul, Che 
Guevara and the principal men 
in the Castro Revolution were Com­ 
munists. And so a Marxist state 
w'as established in Cuba and it fol­ 
lowed the general pattern of Marx­ 
ism everywhere. Therefore, one of 
its first functions has been the 
evangelical one of seeking to estab­ 
lish Marxist states throughout the 
American continents. 
The question that, needs to he 
considered is upon which f o r m 
are we to concentrate our opposi­ 
tion, the Church or the Empire — 
Soviet Russia, Red China. Jugosl­ 
avia. Cuba. Should the Empire 
fall. the Party will wither on the 
vine.
